DESTROYING THE IRREPLACEABLE 


About 150 years ago, John James Audubon, the 
painter of the monumental “Birds of America”, esti- 
mated that he saw 2 billion 
time. 
as they passed. 
mid-western zoo early 
is now extinct. 

Less than one century ago, buffalo roamed- the 
Western plains in vast herds. Now only a comparative 
handful are left. 

The giant whooping crane was once known in great 
numbers. Now only 30 have been counted in the 
Florida sanctuary to which they migrate, and there is 
grave fear that. this species may soon go the way of. the 
passenger pigeon. 

The tragedy is that we can destroy wildlife resources 
—destroy them relatively quickly. But we can 
them back from the brink of destruction only with 
the greatest difficulty—and often we cannot bring them 
baek at all. 

It is a rare American who has no stake and no in- 
terest in the out-of-doors and its creatures. In a re- 
cent year something like 14 million fishing licenses 
were sold. Many millions go hunting. Untold num- 
bers go to the streams, the mountains, the seashores 
and the forest for recreation and restoration of the 
spirit. Is it not the part of the most elementary wis- 
dom—selfish wisdom—for everyone to help conserve 
these resources to the limit of his ability?

If you have your trans- 
planting all done, it is still 
wise to cultivate lightly be- 
tween the larger plants. This 
is one way to help sterilize 
the ground. Never use, old 
garden stalks for mulching 
as they often are ‘diseased 
and pests will take over your 
garden in the spring. 

Never mulch your garden 
until the ground is really 
frozen, otherwise the plants 
will smother and die.
